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Campaign: 
We join fight 
to oppose 
airport plans 
for estuary

THIS newspaper today comes out fight¬ 
ing to join the ranks of the thousands 
who oppose a plot to build a multi-billion 
pound airport in the Thames Estuary. 

If the controversial proposals were to 
get the green light, we believe it could 
devastate the county we hold so dear. 

With a public consultation due 
to get under way within weeks, we 
urge our readers to oppose the plans 
which would ruin our north Kent 
coastline, destroy important areas of 
wildlife, and transform parts of the 
county into a concrete jungle, blighted 
by heavy air traffic. 

It may create jobs, but it will destroy 
huge swathes of Kent; forever. 

We join the fight just as re-elected 
London Mayor Boris Johnson, who has 
championed the proposals, this week 



made a direct plea to Prime Minister 
David Cameron calling for an estuary 
airport to be built, declaring now was a 
“moment for greatness”. 

Mr Johnson wants to shift the blight 
suffered by those under Heathrow’s 
flight path to our doorstep. 

Kent’s top brass, which includes 
Medway and Swale councils - the 
authorities set to be hit hardest 
should any plans get the nod - wel¬ 
comed our support of the campaign 
they have spearheaded. 

They are currently looking to set up 
a meeting with Mr Johnson after he 
agreed to finally meet with officials in 
the county to discuss the plans for the

first time. He only made the 
concession after this newspa¬ 
per challenged him on it in the 
week before his election. Prior 
to that, he had constantly 
snubbed all efforts to hold face- 
to-face talks. 

There are currently two pro¬ 
posals. One, put forward by re¬ 
nowned architect Lord Foster, 
would see an airport built on 
the Isle of Grain. Another, 
championed by Boris Johnson, 
and dubbed Boris Island, would 
be built on reclaimed land in 
the middle of the estuary itself. 

Both would require an enor¬ 
mous amount of infrastructure 
and turn Kent into a building 
site for up to 20 years. 

They would also devastate 
rare and protected wildlife on 
the north Kent coastline. 


Rodney Chambers, leader of 
Medway Council, said: “We are 
extremely pleased your news¬ 
paper has committed to cam¬ 
paigning against an airport on 
or near the Thames Estuary. 

“While it will not come as a 
surprise to many that a cam¬ 
paigning local newspaper such 
as yours is keen to fight for the 
homes of its readers and the 
communities they live in, I 
would like to congratulate you 
for doing this. 

“The proposals for an estu¬ 
ary airport have been put for¬ 
ward by politicians and archi¬ 
tects based in London - not 
Kent or Essex - and we are 
strongly of the view that these 
plans are unaffordable, unnec¬ 
essary and unwanted. 

“The Mayor of London has 
been one of the strongest advo¬ 
cates for an airport and we - as 


well as other council leaders 
across Kent - have continually 
asked him for a meeting so that 
we can point out why the 
Thames Estuary is the very 
worst spot. 

“We would like to thank 
your newspaper for getting 
him to agree to meet and talk 
about the airport and now the 
London mayoral elections are 
over we will be contacting his 
office to arrange that meeting. 

“However, we are mindful 
that we also need to talk to 
government and ensure it 
hears why an estuary airport is 
a non-runner and why there 
are many other alternative 
ways to increase airport capac¬ 
ity without building a huge 
hub airport on the Kent coast. 

“Medway will work with 
councils across Kent and Essex, 
as well as the RSPB and others, 


to put forward the strongest 
possible message when the 
consultation opens.” 

Andrew Bowles, leader of 
Swale Borough Council, added: 
“The idea of an airport in the 
estuary, whether it is Boris Is¬ 
land or an airport on the Isle of 
Grain, would be an environ¬ 
mental disaster. Any scheme 
like this would radically alter 
and damage an important en¬ 
vironmental area. I do not be¬ 
lieve the airlines would support 
an airport in this situation and 
it is just a distraction from the 
real options that are available.” 

Gravesham Borough Coun¬ 
cil leader John Burden said: 
“The various schemes for air¬ 
ports in the estuary range from 
the tinpot to the crackpot. 
Where they are serious in in¬ 
tent they would come with an 
unbearably huge environmen¬ 


tal price tag. I would urge the 
government to look elsewhere 
for its air capacity solution. 

“Ever since the Cliffe marsh¬ 
es scheme a decade ago to Boris 
Island and the latest Hoo plan, 
airport projects have come and 
gone - but we have to ask our¬ 
selves whether the destruction 
of world class environmental 
and scientific sites and their 
neighbouring communities is a 
price even worth considering.”

Holland added his support to

Help is at hand for the digital switchover

SIX weeks to go before the digital TV 
switchover, Sittingbourne’s community 
wardens have pledged to help ensure 
everyone is aware of the changes they 
need to make to keep watching their fa¬ 
vourite shows. 

The old analogue signal will start to 
be switched off on June 13, when the 
Blue Bell Hill transmitter group serving 
north and mid Kent goes digital. 

It means all TVs must have a digital 
set-top box to continue viewing free-to- 
air channels like ITV and the BBC. 

The wardens are urging everyone to 
check with family and friends to ensure 
they have taken the necessary steps for 
the switchover, and are backing the 
Helping Hand campaign to make sure 
every eligible elderly and disabled per¬ 
son in the area knows they can get help 
from the BBC-run assistance scheme to 
convert one of their TV sets to digital. 

Help Scheme representative Dan Ni¬ 


chols said: “We want to ensure every 
eligible person knows about the Switch¬ 
over Help Scheme, and, although we 
write to everyone individually we know 
some people need to hear things from a 
trusted voice before they take action. 

“Many people turn to community 
wardens for advice and that’s why they 
are so well placed to ensure older and 
disabled people know about the help 
available to convert one TV in time for 
switchover. We want to encourage eve¬ 
ryone to lend a helping hand as you 
may be the one person they trust to give 
them good advice.” 

A number of Help Scheme events will 
take place over the area in the coming 
weeks. They include events today (Fri¬ 
day) at Sittingbourne Library between 
10am and 11.30am, Faversham Li¬ 
brary between 12.30pm and 2pm and 
the Help Scheme bus will be parked in 
Faversham town centre from 10am to 
4pm.

Asparagus crop grinds to a halt as 
weather spears its regular harvest

IT only lasts a few weeks, but 
the weather has played havoc 
with this season’s eagerly an¬ 
ticipated asparagus crop. 

And one farmer, who grows 
the spears in Faversham, says 
production has come to a 
“standstill” while a Sheerness 
farm shop admitted it has been 
forced to buy out of the county. 

The high temperatures in 
March prompted the earliest 
recorded harvest of small quan¬ 
tities of the outdoor crop. 

But the rain and cooler tem¬ 
peratures in April slowed pro¬ 
duction almost to a halt. 

Henry Bryant of DH Bryant 
and Partners in Hernhill, near 
Faversham, said his farm has 
produced “hardly any” aspara¬ 
gus this year. 

He said: “We need tempera¬ 
tures in the high teens. We 
have lost a good week’s sales so 
far from an eight-week season. 
It’s at a virtual standstill.” 

Craig Condon from Bramble- 
down Farm Shop, Sheerness, 
said their shop tries to buy pro¬ 
duce locally first, then from 
other parts of the country and 
if supply is really low they have 
to buy crops from abroad. 

Mr Condon said: “At present, 
none of our local growers have 
any, last week we purchased 
from growers in Worcester¬ 
shire which was rather spindly, 
but due to a lack of UK crop I 
was forced to buy Spanish 
crops in New Spitalfields Mar¬ 
ket, London. 

“It is a last resort, but at least 
we have the product for our ca¬ 
tering orders, as well as offer-

ing asparagus in our farm shop 
for our retail customers.” 

Mr Condon said that recent 
years have seen demand for as¬ 
paragus increase by 10-15 per 
cent at his shop. 

He added: “Locally grown 
asparagus will always com¬ 
mand a higher premium over 
foreign sourced, regardless of 
yields. Asparagus is one of 
many items that our customers 
recognise as being of better 
quality, taste and shelf life if 
grown local, and I believe them 
to be correct.” 

The British supply is current¬ 
ly not at full volumes and 


the annual British Asparagus 
Festival in the Vale of Evesham 
was cancelled due to the 
weather. 

The long term forecast for 
May is not looking good but it 
does spread the asparagus sup¬ 
ply more evenly throughout 
the season - this should pro¬ 
vide more availability for the 
jubilee weekend. 

Stefano Ouanmos, of Mack- 
nade Fine Foods, however, said 
he hasn’t had any problems 
with asparagus this year. 

He said: “We have seen slow¬ 
er growth but the crops are still 
very good quality.”

A 21-year-old thug has been jailed for four years 
in prison for robbing a taxi driver in Selling last 
August and for a burglary in Whitstable. 

David Brunger of Langley Road, Sittingbourne, 
had been part of a gang arriving at Faversham 
train station. They hailed a cab but when they 
reached Selling Road pulled the cab’s handbrake 
and robbed the driver of £30 before running off. 
In addition to the Whitstable burglary he asked 
for 16 burglaries in Sittingbourne to be taken 
into account. He received 32 months for robbery 
and 16 months for burglary.

Large fine for farmer who sprayed 
fruit crop with banned pesticide 


A FARMER has been prosecuted for storing and 
using an illegal pesticide that was sprayed on a 
crop of pears. 

David Stevens, from Sittingbourne, used 
Amitraz on the fruit despite the substance being 
banned in the UK since December 31, 2007. 

Maidstone Magistrates' Court heard this week 
that routine monitoring by the Pesticides 
Residue Committee at Elm Farm, in Lower 
Halstow, on May 19, 2010, found traces of 
Amitraz on a batch of Cornice pears recently 
treated by Mr Stevens. 

A subsequent investigation by the Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE) revealed the agricultural 
pesticide, and others, were inappropriately 
stored for use. 

They were stowed in a "haphazard and 
potentially dangerous manner", and many were 
unapproved and unlicensed. 


Mr Stevens, of School Lane, Newington, 
pleaded guilty to three separate breaches of the 
Control of Pesticide Regulations 1986 for his 
failings. He was fined £3,000 and ordered to pay 
£3,500 in costs. 

After the hearing, HSE Inspector Lisa Skinner 
said: "Farmers and growers are required by law 
to take all reasonable precautions to protect the 
health and wellbeing of humans, animals, plants 
and the environment when selling, storing and 
using pesticides. 

"Comprehensive guidance on what is and isn’t 
appropriate is readily available from HSE and 
others, yet Mr Stevens blatantly ignored his 
legal obligations and duty of care. 

“An alternative pesticide to Amitraz has 
been approved for use since 2008, so there 
is no excuse using a banned substance nearly 
two years later."

tect the county we all hold so dear. 

Mr Holland, who presents the ever-popular 
Later... music TV show and hosts his own BBC 
Radio 2 show, lives in Cooling Castle - six miles 
north of Rochester, on Hoo. 

One of the proposals put forward by architect 
Lord Foster is to build an international hub on 
nearby Grain. 

Another, promoted by London Mayor Boris 
Johnson, and dubbed ‘Boris Island’ would be sit¬ 
ed on reclaimed land in the estuary itself. 

Either proposal would devastate large swathes 
of the north Kent coast and blight the lives of 
hundreds of thousands across the county. 

Despite the proposals promising a huge jobs 
boom, it would take nearly 20 years before work 
was complete and the impact on the quality of 
life and natural habitat would be immense. 

In a letter to local council chiefs, Mr Holland 
explains: “I am opposed to an airport. I am 
against the brutalisation of the countryside and 
the human and ecological damage it would 
cause. 

“Further, the area is currently protected by 
strong European legislation. 

“You have my best wishes for a successful 
campaign.” 

He is not the first major name to publicly op¬ 
pose the plans. 

Earlier this year writer and academic Ger¬ 
maine Greer signed a letter along with a host of 
local figures from across the political divide - 
both in Kent and neighbouring Essex - to oppose 
the plans. 

The letter, also signed by leading figures with¬ 
in the RSPB, Ukip leader Nigel Farage, and a host 
of Kent MPs said: “We believe plans for an air¬ 
port on or near the Thames Estuary should be 
grounded. 

“The airport would cost up to £70 billion. Pro¬ 
ponents say foreign backers would pay for this, 
but they go quiet when asked who would foot 
the bill for the road and rail links to London. 

“Aircraft using this airport would be 12 times 
more at risk of bird strike than at any other ma¬ 
jor UK airport. The airport would also be close to 
Thamesport, where huge container ships unload 
one fifth of the UK’s liquid natural gas supplies, 
as well as the proposed London Array wind farm 
and the wreck of SS Richard Montgomery, which 
is still packed with 1,400 tonnes of explosives. 

“The airport would also destroy an area used 
by 300,000 migrating birds every year, and 
would devastate the ecosystem of the Thames 
Estuary, which is of worldwide scientific impor¬ 
tance. Great swathes of the countryside would 
have to be developed to make way for new roads, 
rail links, industrial estates, depots and hotels. 
Some have pointed to the economic benefits to 
north Kent and south Essex of such an airport, 
but the airport is still decades away and most of 
the jobs would be low paid. 

“Finally, this airport would have a drastic eco¬ 
nomic effect on our existing airports. Boris John¬ 
son, the Mayor of London, has admitted to MPs

Feeding the war’s forgotten troops

NEARLY 70 years ago, an airman serving at the 
RAF base on Sheppey during World War Two 
bought two cats.

As the bombs fell and the military might grew 
during the conflict, the cats settled down to life 
on the airfield. 

Their task, like the air crews, to chase down 
and kill the enemy; although for them it was of 
the furry four-legged variety - rats. 

In exchange for food and bowls of milk, they 
looked to control the vermin population and 
make life a little more bearable at the RAF base. 
It was, after all, one of the key look-out sites for 
enemy aircraft and boats seeking to penetrate 
the Thames en route to London. 

The cats may have been small, but they played 
a vital role as the Allied troops bravely protected 
our shores from the Nazi war machine. 

Seven decades later, however, much has 
changed. 

Peace broke out, the airmen flew back home, 
and the military base on the island long since 
packed up its bags. 

Yet while the war years morphed into the 
1950s, the Swinging Sixties, the strife of the Sev¬ 
enties, the excess of the Eighties and all that 
came between then and now, one thing re¬ 
mained the same. Overlooked. Almost forgotten; 
the cats. 

No-one took the cats home and so they started 
to breed. A feral colony feeding off scraps, going 
through dustbins and playing havoc with the lo¬ 
cal cat population. 

As the RAF base was demolished and in its 
place HMP Standford Hill erected, the cats 
adapted and started scavanging for scraps, 
like a roaming gang out of the reach of prison 
authorities. And then a band of cat-lovers 


realised their plight and helped feed them. 

From putting down a little here and there, it 
became a well-drilled operation. 

Today, volunteers leave food out for the colo¬ 
ny each and every day - including Christmas - 
come rain, shine or heavy snow. 

“Around 30 years ago,” explains Bill Foster of 
Swale Cats Protection, “Jean Pickard, who 
worked at the prison, started feeding them. She 
kept it up for years, but when she died last year 
we had to appeal for help. 

“Now we have two volunteers who regularly 
go up there to feed the cats. We keep an eye on 
their health and neuter them when we can. But 
we could do with some more help.” 

The charity has worked tirelessly to help cats 
across the area - from rehousing to providing 
temporary care and health treatment. Yet their 
resources are running low - and with the reces¬ 
sion biting into their donations, it has expressed 
fears for its very future. 

But they never relent in providing care for 
their feline friends. 

Working alongside the RSPCA, they have 
helped control the population. Those cats caught 
and neutered have their ears clipped so they are 
instantly recognised. 

Naturally scared of human contact, however, 
the cats are not easy to capture and treat. 

Writing in a newsletter for the Swale Cats Pro¬ 
tection back in 2009, Mrs Pickard explained 
how the programme had proved effective over 
the years. 

She said: “There are much less cats now 
than there used to be. I used to feed up to 



30 cats. Now there are around 15 to 20. 

“The inmates don’t really help, but they are 
interested and come and ask me questions. 

“It started when my husband was a civilian 
instructional officer teaching bricklaying at the 
prison. He started by feeding two cats by the wel¬ 
fare block. I then started working at the prison in 
the works department where there were a few 
cats about, so I started feeding them twice a day 
at my office. 

“After I left work, I carried on but it snow¬ 
balled, people were telling me there were kittens 
near the farm and some cats by the bore hole. So 
of course I started putting food down for them as 
well, eventually I was putting food down in six 
different places every day. ” 

Sarah Inns, 43, is one of those who took over 
the reins.

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Food comes from donations left for the cat 
charity at the local Tesco store. And each day 
Mrs Inns takes five cans a day and some biscuits 
to feed the colony. 

She explains: “The cats are quite happy play¬ 
ing around when we get there. Most are happy 
to see us, although some just run way. 

“They don’t interact with the prisoners, but 
a couple of inmates built them a shelter; al¬ 
though mainly the cats just go and hide in the 
surroundings. 

“They hear the sound of my car and run up to 
say hello - but when I take my husband’s car it 
takes them longer to realise it’s me.” 

With all but “one or two” cats neutered, the 
impact on the local cat population is not what it 
once was. 

But even then, some of the volunteers cannot 


resist taking in some of the kittens. The late Mrs 
Pickard had around nine and Mrs Inns admits 
she has cared for one too. 

She adds: “It is a privilege to work with the 
cats. Most people say they love working with 
people -1 love working with cats. If I know I can 
help a cat I will.” 

Her grandchildren are in on the act too - Bill, 
eight, is holding a non-uniform day on May 18 
at his Halfway House school, with all monies 
raised going to the work funded by the Swale 
Cats Protection. 

And courtesy of the help of her family, it would 
appear the feral cat colony could be set to sur¬ 
vive a few generations longer.

INSPECTION 

‘Safety’ concerns at prison

A HIGH number of prisoners re¬ 
ported “not feeling safe” at Shep- 
pey’s HMP Standford Hill, a new 
report by the inspector of prisons 
has revealed. 

The report also revealed some 
food was ‘not fit for consumption’. 
In some cases meat being served at 
the Sheerness jail was still frozen. 

However, the results of the unan¬ 
nounced inspection saw Nick Hard¬ 
wick, chief inspector of prisons, 
conclude the open prison was in a 
position to make necessary progress 
after a period of ‘coasting’. 

Among the positive findings were 
few violent incidents and low inci¬ 
dents of self-harming, living condi¬ 
tions generally good and a range of 
activities available both in and out 
of the prison. 

But it said relations between staff 
and prisoners needed to improve, 
there was evidence of prescribed 
drugs being traded and an under 
representation of black and minor¬ 
ity prisoners among those working 
out in the community or in the bet¬ 
ter accommodation was a “signifi- 
can concern”. 


HMP Standford Hill had previ¬ 
ously been managed as part of 
the Sheppey prisons ‘cluster’. 
While some services were still 
shared, Standford Hill now has its 
own governor. 

A category D, open, prison, it 
handles male prisoners within five 
years of release from any sentence 


and a maximum of two years to pa¬ 
role eligibility date. 

Its role is to help prisoners re¬ 
intergrate into society to ensure 
they are ready for release. 

Prisoners are employed in the 
workshop, works, and horticulture 
departments. 

There are also full and part time 


education classes for prisoners and 
there is a listener scheme for those 
who may be at risk from suicide or 
self harm. The listener scheme re¬ 
ceived particular praise from in¬ 
spectors. 

Nick Hardwick said: “Until rela¬ 
tively recently, Standford Hill ap¬ 
pears to have been coasting. 

“Outcomes are reasonable in 
most areas but the prison is 
exposed by some significant areas 
of concern. 

“Reassuringly, work had already 
started to address the concerns we 
identified. 

“It was overdue and it is to be 
hoped that a period of more stable 
management will enable the prison 
to make the rapid progress re¬ 
quired.” 

Michael Spurr, chief executive of¬ 
ficer of the National Offender Man¬ 
agement Service, said: “Standford 
Hill has made some good progress 
despite a transition period to a new 
management structure. 

“I am pleased the chief inspector 
found that the prison has 
made progress in the areas of con¬ 
cern and I am confident the 
new team will drive forward further 
improvements.” 


INSPECTOR’S FINDING 


Good 

■ Few violent incidents and incidents of 
self-harm and use of force were low. 

■ The use of listeners was excellent. 

■ Living conditions were generally good, 
diversity work was generally sound and 
health care had improved. 

■ There was a good range of activity 
available in and out of the prison. 

Bad 

■ Staff-prisoner relationships were polite 
and professional but there was little 
proactive engagement by staff. 

■ A surprisingly high number of prisoners 
reported not feeling safe. 

■ First night procedures were weak and 
left men who had served long sentences 
in closed conditions apprehensive about 
the greater autonomy they had. 

■ Significant drop in the number of 
security reports received, a possible 
consequence of staff not engaging 
sufficiently with prisoners. 

■ Although the drug testing rate was low, 
there was some evidence prescribed drugs 
were being traded. 

■ The under-representation of black and 
minority ethnic prisoners among those 
working in the community or in the better 
accommodation was a significant concern; 

■ Some food was not fit for consumption. 

■ The levies deducted under the Prison¬ 
ers’ Earning Act had begun to mean, in a 
few cases, that prisoners could no longer 
afford to travel to work, which meant they 
lost the resettlement opportunities.

Expert group 
vows to kill 
off foreign 
invader weed

A WEED from the other side the world is being 
told to get knotted after a group was set up just to 
banish it from the Kent countryside. 

The Japanese knotweed is strangling native 
flora, and is regarded as a major pest. 

Now Property Care Association (PCA) has 
launched a new group dedicated to its removal 
and control. It is working with the Royal Institu¬ 
tion of Chartered Surveyors and Japanese knot- 
weed control companies to develop the Invasive 
Weed Control Group. 

And it has been welcomed by the county’s 
branch of the Campaign to Protect Rural Eng¬ 
land, Protect Kent. 

A spokesman said: “It is not native to Britain 
and we would welcome any moves to eliminate 
it from the countryside where it does tremendous 
damage. It can destroy entire hedgerows and 
pretty much any plants in the open. It basically 
strangles other plant life until they die out. 

“It would be great for something to be done to 
finally get it under control. I don’t think Kent is

suffering any more than any other part of the 
country, but it is a problem.” 

He said the plant is native to eastern Asia and 
could have been brought to the UK by people 
who liked the look of it, but were not aware of 
its destructive qualities. It is highly invasive and 
it’s illegal to plant knotweed. 

The weed can also damage buildings by bur¬ 
rowing into brickwork and needs to be poisoned 
before being disposed of at licensed landfills. 

Stephen Hodgson, general manager of the 
PCA, said: “For several months, the PCA has 
been working with sections of the Japanese knot- 
weed control industry to provide representation, 
accreditation and trade association services. 

“Ultimately this work has drawn together a 
set of standards that will ensure consumers in 
Kent can identify companies - through the PCA 
- that have the skills, infrastructure, knowledge 
and integrity to eliminate this troublesome weed 
properly and cost-effectively. 

“Our role as an established trade body, with a 
reputation for high standards, ensures a recog¬ 
nised and effective route for the delivery of this 
work.”

Standing and really delivering 


Medway’s new Labour Leader Cllr Vince Maple promises a break with 
the old way of doing things, and to rebuild the public’s trust in politics... 


I HAD the great honour of 
being elected the youngest 
Labour group leader in the 
South East last week. 

One of the things I want to 
really focus on here in Medway 
is the matter of rebuilding trust 
in politics. 

Over the past few years a 
number of scandals have taint¬ 
ed the name of politics: be it 
MPs’ expenses in Westminster; 
the relationship between senior 
politicians and the Murdoch 
press; or the recent issue of the 
Tory treasurer offering access 
to the Prime Minister over a 
cosy dinner for a quarter of 
a million pounds. 

All of these things - often just 
one or two individuals rather 
than the political system as a 
whole - continue to give poli¬ 
tics a bad name. 

Another reason why people 
have lost trust is because elec¬ 
tion promises simply seem to 
mean nothing. 

The most obvious example 


being the Liberal Democrats’ 
promise to abolish tuition fees. 

A number of Lib Dem candi¬ 
dates were very happy to be 
filmed for YouTube saying “we 
will scrap tuition fees” - only a 
few months later to help treble 
them for a shot at power. 

Though the other half of the 
Coalition are equally guilty, 
saying unequivocally through¬ 
out the 2010 general election 
campaign there would be no 
top-down reorganisation of 
the NHS. 

But in less than two years 
they have passed a bill which 
has - despite mass opposition 
from the public and health 
professionals alike - led to just 
such a top-down reorganisa¬ 
tion, and one that will cost 
taxpayers across Kent and 
Medway £3 billion. 

Here in Medway, the local 
Tories stood on a platform last 
year of no cuts to frontline serv¬ 
ices, yet surprise, surprise, we 
see the complete opposite; care 


homes, libraries and bereave¬ 
ment services being slashed. 

Again, election promises 
being broken and manifestos 
being seen as meaningless. 

So, how do we change this? 

Well, part of it has to do with 
public engagement. For too 
long, too many people have 
said politicians don’t listen, and 
that they lie, and when you see 
the examples I have just men¬ 
tioned, you can understand 
why people feel that way. 

But I think people involved 
in politics need to show there 
can be a different approach; 
where engagement is real 
and meaningful, where people 
feel part of a process and that 
decisions are made with them, 
not despite them. 

That’s not to say sometimes 
difficult decisions don’t have to 
be made, but even then local 
residents should feel that they 
have been listened to. 

And, if decisions are made 
which they don’t completely

support, they can understand 
the reasons why. 

Instead the Government, 
both locally and nationally, 
seem content on compiling an 
ever-growing list of examples 
where that simply isn’t hap¬ 
pening, where people feel their 
voice counts for nothing. 

It is also about not promising 
the earth when in opposition, 
and hoping residents don’t 
catch on when in government 
we fail to deliver. 

I want to be in a position in 
2015 when Medway votes on 
its local and national govern¬ 
ment, that people are not 
saying “you are all the same”, 
that people can see the real 
alternatives, that they can see 
my Labour team are working 
hard to show that people can 
start to put their trust back into 
politics. 

It will not be an easy task, 
but it is one we will work to¬ 
wards together as strongly as 
possible.

Bullet service

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No say on pension that 
could ease debt woes 


Q I SET up a private pension 

plan in 1992, but I only paid 
into it until 2001, as I then got 
a job with a company that had its own 
pension scheme. 

I lost that job through redundancy in 
2010, and have been unemployed 
since. We now have debts of about 
£14,000, including mortgage arrears, 
but I have been told that I cannot cash 
in my old pension plan, even though 
we need it badly. 

Is this right? 

A THE pension statement you sent 
me shows that your plan is 
worth enough to pay off your 
debts and mortgage arrears, and leave 
a tidy bit over for you and your family 
as well. 

But I am afraid the pension company 
is right. You are 46-years-old, and the 
normal legal age for drawing pension 
benefits is 55 or older. 

On top of this, you can only take a 
quarter of your money in cash. The rest 
must be paid as a pension. 

There are exceptions to the rule. For 
example, if you are terminally ill or 
have to retire early through ill health, 
you can make a claim under 55. But 
none of this helps you. 

Because the Government wants us 
all to provide for our own old age, it 
makes it easy to invest in a pension 
plan, but hard to withdraw anything 
ahead of retirement. 


Q I HAVE been offered voluntary 
redundancy and I would be 
grateful for advice about the tax 
position. 

The redundancy payment would be 
about £50,000, less tax of £8,000. 

Can you explain how the tax is 
calculated as it seems low to me? 

On the other hand, if it is right, is 
there any way to get it even lower? 

A THE first £30,000 of redundan¬ 
cy money is tax-free, which is 
why you would lose only 
£8,000 out of £50,000. 

After deducting the exempt 
£30,000, you are left with £20,000 
that is taxable. 

It appears your employer is planning 
to tax this at 40pc. If you are a 40pc 
higher-rate taxpayer, this is correct. 

But could you get the tax even 
lower? That depends on what you do 
next. 

If your income drops because you 
are jobless, you could become a basic 
rate 20pc taxpayer. And if this 
happens, you could reclaim some of 
the £8,000 from the taxman. 


Q I AM sending you a very 

strange email that I received, 
offering me a job as the USA 
representative of Dalston Mill Fabrics. 



The London company is selling 
wedding dresses to American custom¬ 
ers and wants me to collect payments 
in return for 1 Opc commission on 
everything I collect. 

It is obviously a shady deal, but I 
cannot work out how I could lose, as I 
have not been asked for any money. 

A DALSTON Mill Fabrics does 

exist, and it is based in London. 
But the job dealing with 
American customers is pure fiction, 
which is why you are asked to reply by 
email to someone calling himself ‘Paul 
Newman’, and not to apply in writing 
in the usual way to the company itself. 

Anyone who takes this job will find 
themselves caught up in criminal 
money laundering. 

Money will land in their bank 
account, and they will assume it is 
from customers of Dalston M i l l Fabrics, 
but in fact it will be stolen or possibly 
the proceeds of drug deals. 

Mr Newman would then ask for the 
money - less 1 Opc commission - to be 
sent on to someone untraceable in 
another country. 

So when the police swoop, the only 
person arrested will be the innocent 
intermediary who had allowed their 
bank account to be used. 

Do not touch this job offer with a 
bargepole. 


Q I AM self-employed, but pay tax 
and national insurance, and 
have done for the past eight 
years. Now I am six months pregnant 
and having to cut down on work, but I 
have found that my contributions do 
not entitle me to a penny in statutory 
maternity pay. 


A MATERNITY pay comes from 
an employer - and your only 
employer is yourself, which is 
why it would not make sense for the 
law to tell you to pay yourself. 

However, you are entitled to the 
maternity allowance, which is 
£135.45 a week or 9 Opc of your 
average earnings, paid for up to 39 
weeks.

THE writing of wills is set to be more 
closely monitored amid claims the 
industry suffers from “systemic prob¬ 
lems” and “consistent patterns of 
sloppiness, simple errors and poor 
communication”. 

A proposal by the Legal Services 
Board (LSB) - the body that oversees 
legal services in England and Wales 
- would see all will-writing and 
estate-administration services regu¬ 
lated, in a bid to offer greater 
consumer protection. 

The LSB said the problems within 
the industry often resulted in “unac¬ 
ceptable service”, with some 
customers “subjected to unfair sales 
practices” and others the victims of 
“fraud and deception”. 

“Making a will is something every¬ 
one should do. It is one of the most im¬ 
portant actions that individuals take,” 
said LSB chairman David Edmonds. 

“We all should have a degree of 
confidence in those entrusted with 
the task of writing our wills, advising 
us on the most appropriate actions, 
and ensuring that our wishes are 
carried out. The measures an¬ 
nounced by the LSB should reassure 
consumers that they will be more 
effectively protected.” 

The proposal received a thumbs- 
up from the law sector, which has 
long warned about the risks of using 
unregulated will-writers. 

“When there is a problem with a 
will, it is often not discovered until 
after death, at a time when the family 
are grieving and having to deal with 
the practicalities of managing the de¬ 
ceased’s affairs,” said Paula James, a 
partner at law firm Thomas Eggar. 

“There is no obligation on unregu¬ 
lated will-writers to keep and pro¬ 
duce, on the request of the family, 
information and files so that the 
deceased’s intentions and the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the will¬ 
making process can be investigated. 

“Indeed, it can be difficult or impos¬ 
sible to trace an unregulated will- 
writer years after the will was pre¬ 
pared. When things do go wrong and 
the unregulated will-writer is at fault, 
there may be no insurance policy in 
place to protect the affected family.” 

Mr Edmonds said: “For many peo¬ 
ple, the service they receive from their 
lawyer or will-writer meets their needs. 
But our research shows that there are 
significant numbers of people receiv¬ 
ing poor service and poor outcomes. 

“We found too many examples of 
providers - lawyers and will-writers 
alike - not listening to their clients or 
being sloppy in their work, meaning 


those taking the important step of 
writing a will were also, unfortu¬ 
nately, leaving problems to their 
beneficiaries. [These measures] 
should reassure consumers that they 
will be more effectively protected.” 

A consultation on the LSB propos¬ 
al will run until the middle of July. 

Tom Lawrence, an expert on wills 
and estate planning at law firm 
Howes Percival, said: “Clearly, there 
is still some way for this to go before 
it ends up on the statute book. How¬ 
ever, it seems now to be moving in 
the right direction. 

“This move follows the Scottish 
government’s action to regulate will¬ 


writing in 2010, and mounting pres¬ 
sure to follow suit in an industry 
where many feel the issues around 
the quality of wills and poor sales 
practices in an unregulated sector 
are becoming more of a problem. 

“Errors in will-drafting cause seri¬ 
ous and, in the worst cases, insur¬ 
mountable problems when it comes 
to dealing with a testator’s estate. 

“The end result is often substan¬ 
tially increased costs coupled with 
uncertainty, heartache and distress 
for the testator’s family at an already 
deeply distressing time. 

“As a result, there is no margin for 
error.”

growth cash 



HANDS ON: County council leader Paul Carter outlines the funding project to companies

BUSINESS-LEADERS have welcomed 
the news that a £35 million growth 
fund set aside for east Kent is now open 
for applications. 

The cash injection is being seen as a 
big boost for the area after pharmaceut¬ 
ical giant Pfizer closed its plant in Sand¬ 
wich last year with a loss of 2,400 jobs. 

Companies involved in research and 
development, manufacturing, tourism 
and culture are being encouraged to 
apply for a slice of the cash. 

Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
chief Jo James said: “We see the pro¬ 
gramme very much as a smart use of 
public funds to stimulate business 
growth and create jobs in east Kent. By 
providing business loans as against 
business grants, this will build in sus¬ 
tainability and long-term funding and 
create tangible returns on investments 
for the local economy. 

“The application process is fairly 
straightforward and business-friendly. 
The application is in two stages: firstly a 
pre-application, which will help estab¬ 
lish eligibility and likelihood of appli¬ 
cation success, followed by the full ap¬ 
plication process. 

“There is help in assisting at the pre¬ 
application stage through a series of 
clinics provided by both Kent Invicta 
and Channel Chambers of Commerce.” 

Expansion East Kent aims to create 


5,000 jobs across Canterbury, Shep- 
way, Dover and Thanet by inviting 
companies to apply for interest-free 
loans ranging from £5,000 to £2.5m. 

Any business can apply - although 
there are restrictions on the agricultur¬ 
al sector due to EU rules - but compa¬ 
nies must demonstrate plans to grow 
and employ more people. The project 
will also see a further £5m invested in 
rail enhancements to reduce travel time 
between London and Ramsgate. 

The £40m comes from the Govern¬ 
ment’s Regional Growth Fund and any 
application will be assessed for its 
suitability by professional-services firm 
PricewaterhouseCoopers. 

The Federation of Small Businesses in 
Kent and Medway is also delighted with 
the news, members saying they are 
pleased that the Government has recog¬ 
nised there are areas of deprivation in 
south-east England and that investment 
is required to stimulate economic 
recovery, job-creation and growth. 

Debasish Sen, FSB vice-chairman for 
Kent and Medway, said: “In the past, 
most Government incentive schemes 
have been focused in the north and west 
of the UK, so access to a share of the 
£3 5m for business development in east 
Kent is good news. 

“This is not something for nothing 
and businesses will still face the chal¬ 
lenge of finding match-funding. How¬ 
ever, we trust the flexible repayment 
terms promised by KCC when assessing 


applications will enable many new and 
growing businesses to benefit.” 

Business cheifs in Kent also believe 
that transport improvements are essen¬ 
tial for business growth and the £5 mil¬ 
lion set aside to reduce the rail journey 
time from Ramsgate through Canter¬ 
bury to London will assist the local 
economy. 

FSB member David Milham, of ASC 
Finance for Business, based in Faver- 
sham, said: “To be a success, we hope 
banks will be treating these soft loans as 
part of the client capital introduced by 
the business and not deduct this source 
of funding from their loan offer. 

“The plan to process loans quickly, 
with transparency and flexibility is wel¬ 
come and a pre-qualification process 
will avoid wasted time for both busi¬ 
nesses and the council.” 

Kent County Council will be adminis¬ 
tering the project, with leader Paul 
Carter looking to “unlock public-sector 
finance” using the programme during 
the next four years to bring in multi¬ 


million-pound investment to east Kent. 

He said: “Since Pfizer’s announce¬ 
ment to exit from its site last year, we’ve 
left no stone unturned trying to support 
current business, develop new oppor¬ 
tunities and lay down a solid foundation 
for growth. 

“Expansion East Kent will provide fi¬ 
nancial support to firms as interest-free 
loans. This intelligent use of funding 
means we can recycle the money to 
provide vital business support on an on¬ 
going basis, benefiting local firms and 
creating local jobs for years to come. 

“We want to encourage applications 
from sectors where new investment is 
particularly important and can yield 
significant economic benefits, for exam¬ 
ple manufacturing, advanced engineer¬ 
ing, tourism, life sciences and green- 
tech industries. 

“This significantly builds on our work 
to help market and promote the Discov¬ 
ery Park Enterprise Zone in Sandwich 
and will have an impact across the 
whole of east Kent.”

In recognition of their 
achievements, the awards this year 
were presented by Maidstone town 
centre’s Inspector Mark Hutcheon 
and MaidSafe chairman Paul 
Alcock. They were hosted by award 
recipient Road House. 


Call for change in culture 
when granting contracts

SMA LL businesses are still struggling to win 
lucrative public-sector contracts despite the 
Government’s efforts to make it easier, the 
latest figures from the Federation of Small Busi¬ 
nesses show. 

The Voice of Small Business survey panel of 
FSB members reveals 40 per cent of small firms 
believe the tendering process for public-sector 
contracts is too complex, while 3 7 per cent think 
they are sidelined by public officials who believe 
bigger firms must be better. 

The findings come despite the Government’s 
launch of its Contracts Finder website designed 
to make it easier for small firms to find and bid 
for public-sector work. 

Roger House, FSB chairman for Kent and 
Medway, said: “The Government has made an 
effort to raise awareness in the public sector that 
Britain’s entrepreneurs and small businesses are 
willing and able business partners. 

“But clearly more must be done. While central 
government has raised its game, without a true 
culture change across the public sector as a 
whole, the Government’s initiatives will have 
little impact.” 

The survey of more than 2,700 FSB members 


showed that although one in seven firms had 
bid for a public-sector contract in the last year, 

41 per cent failed to secure any business from 
any of the bids they had submitted. 

Of those firms that had won contracts, only a 
quarter (27 per cent) said they had found the 
Contracts Finder website useful, with twice that 
number (55 per cent) relying on personal con¬ 
tacts and referrals. 

The key findings reveal: 

■ 40 per cent of firms want a simplified tender¬ 
ing process. 

■ 38 per cent believe the public sector should 
actively use small businesses or encourage con¬ 
sortia of small and medium-sized firms where 
possible. 

■ 38 per cent believe public-sector bosses should 
evaluate tenders based on experience and ability 
rather than on the size and turnover of bidding 
firms. 

While there has been welcome progress with 
central ggovernment’s performance, the FSB has 
long said its initiatives will not go far enough un¬ 
less they are adopted by the wider public sector.

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THE INTERVIEW 


Couple who champion a very special 
place need a helping hand to rock on 

The Thanet coast has attracted holidaymakers for centuries, but its natural heritage has not 
always been appreciated. Dave Mairs meets two people who are trying to change all that.

I T has been one of the few success stories 
to emerge from Thanet in recent years. 

A corner of Kent that continues to make 
headlines for the wrong reasons has had 
welcome and ample reason to rejoice in 
the sustained popularity of the Rock Doc 
walks in which local geologist Dr Alasdair 
Bruce and wife Kim share some of the many 
physical and natural delights of the isle’s coast 
with those keen enough to learn. 

Up to 9,000 people have taken part in the 
walks, while wholly positive TV coverage has 
come by way of slots on A Place By The Sea, 
Countryfile and Coast, among others. 

And now those public walks could fold... 

With ever-tighter sources of finance, changes 
in funding at Thanet Coast Project, which has 
subcontracted the walks, have brought new 
restrictions. 

Factors such as proximity to deprived areas 
and the matter of targeted audiences (single 
mothers, for example) now carry more weight, 
and it appears the Rock Doc experience does not 
tick enough of the bean-counters’ boxes. 

Strange, given that parts of Thanet might 
seem unhappily well qualified for such a 
scheme, but Alasdair and his wife are 
urgently seeking sponsorship for their walks if 
they are to remain part of the isle’s tourism 
agenda. 

They are in talks with at least one company 
and hopeful that the walks may be back on the 
scene later this year. 

The walks began in 2002 and a year later the 
Rock Doc, which is operated as a private 
company, was subcontracted by Thanet Coast 
Project. At its peak, there were 16 walks and 
eight Geology Rocks sessions a year, figures that 
have already fallen to 10 and two respectively. 

The prospect of ‘Walks with the Rock Doc’ 
vanishing altogether would be an undoubted 


blow to Thanet’s tourism offering, and Alasdair 
is keen to stress where the priorities lie. 

“It’s not about me,” he said as I joined him 
and his wife on a stroll around Kingsgate Bay. 
“It’s about the area and getting it known to as 
many people as possible. I would certainly like 
to think the Rock Doc had raised the profile of 
the area. 


“The joy of the Thanet coast is that it doesn’t 
have to be worked on - it looks after itself. We 
just give an enhanced experience of something 
that is already extraordinarily special.” 

That, at least, is hard to dispute. The isle’s 
chalk cliffs are themselves a wonderful and 
striking feature of the coastline, but the more 
closely you look at them and their associated 


beaches and rock pools, the more you realise 
quite how much life, or indeed life from millions 
of years ago, there is to discover. 

From fossils to seaweeds, from birds to algae 
(one cave hosts a species found nowhere else in 
the world), the place is a treasure trove of the 
natural and the historical. 

On our walk, Alasdair points out a fossil 
embedded in the cliff and says: “That’s 80 
million years old - it’s seeing the light of day for 
the first time in that whole period. ” 

And it isn’t just the hard stuff that impresses. 
“John Craven came here with Countryfile and 
said that we in Thanet had one of the top four 
beaches [Botany Bay] he had visited in the UK,” 
said Alasdair. 

Incredibly, though, there are people just a few 
miles away for whom such delights are 
unknown. Kim (“I spent my life on the beach 
when I was younger”) takes up the theme: 
“There are children inland in east Kent who 
haven’t been to the beach. We have more 
schools from outside the area than inside 
joining us.” 

It’s something the pair are trying to address. 
“Rock Doc is primarily about education and 
research, but the walks give me the opportunity 
to talk to tourists and locals alike about what is 
on their doorstep,” said Alasdair 

While Rock Doc Ltd is holding its own in a 
competitive marketplace, the loss of the public 
walks would be a sad loss to the area. But for 
those of us sadly familiar with the way in which 
Thanet has been so grossly over-developed 
while its economy still flounders, we’ll leave the 
last word to Kim: 

“Our environment is the way to get our 
tourism back - we just wish more people could 
see that.”

Citigo and Mii - Wii two are one?

ALL cars require pretty much the same effort to 
design and produce, yet bigger cars command 
more profit. 

So it’s no wonder that carmakers are 
pooling resources on city cars to meet our 
need to downsize. The Toyota Aygo, Peugeot 
107 and Citroen Cl are triplets, the Nissan 
Pixo and Suzuki Alto are clones, and the 
Suzuki Splash and Vauxhall Agila are peas 
from the same pod. 

And now the VW group is at it; Volkswagen 
has launched the Up three and five-door city 
car and June sees the arrival of Seat Mii and 
Skoda Citigo clones from VW’s Spanish 
and Czech arms respectively - all three are 
produced at the same Slovakian plant, which 
helps keep costs down and pressures their 
dearer rivals. 

With the VW badge occupying a premium 
position compared to Seat and Skoda though, 
the Up is priced from £7,995 - slightly above 
the Mii (from £7,845) and Citigo (from 
£7,630) - and also has more distinctive 
styling thanks to a kicked up rear window 
line, while its two sisters have a straight line 
from front to rear. 

The price differences might not seem much, 
but they mean a lot at this budget end of the 
market where the zero or £30 a year road tax - 
after year one - is a big consideration for those 
motoring on a shoestring. 

In that case, the Skoda has the edge surely? 
Not so fast. 

The Skoda might have the lowest entry price 
at £7,630, but the Mii is the cheapest to offer air 
con with the S A/C model (£8,345)-you’ll 
need £8,530 to get you into the SE spec Citigo 
that comes with air con. 

In fact, you need to go through the trim and 
spec lists carefully to pick the Skoda or Seat that 
suits you, and it still might come down to a 
badge thing anyway. 

Seat of course, has a track record in 
this baby car sector that might bring some 
previous customers back to the fold; it made 
the highly popular Arosa until 2004 and 
continues to cultivate a sporty image that 
might attract younger buyers to the Mii 
ahead of the Citigo. 

On the other hand, Skoda and its dealers 
are the perennial winner of customer 
satisfaction awards and there will be pent 
up demand for an even smaller offering than 
its popular Fabia supermini. 

What both lots of buyers will get though is an 
exceptional new small car, based on our driving 
experiences of the VW Up. 

These new city car clones are cheap to buy, 
run and insure, good to drive, promise reliability 
based on sound VW engineering, and the space 
engineering of the cabin is as revolutionary as 
Sir Alec Issigonis’ original 1959 Mini while 
incorporating the tough safety standards 
now required.

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Hatching a

EGGS used to be marketed with the slogan “Go to 
work on an egg” and, if you commute by car, 
you still can - in a Mitsubishi MiEV. 

Looking rather like it was hatched rather 
than designed, it’s an all-electric spin-off from 
the Japanese marque’s clever but now discontin¬ 
ued iCar. Some say the iCar’s looks were its 
downfall, but £9,000+ was a lot for a strictly 
four-seat city car. 

This suggests that the MiEV (Mitsubishi inno¬ 
vative Electric Vehicle) has even less appeal at 
£23,990 after the Government’s £5,000 electric 
car grant. You do get alloys and electric windows 
and other goodies, but so you should. 

Get over the initial eye-watering though and 
the MiEV makes sense as a long term second car 
costing peanuts to run and escaping road tax, or 
for commuting into a Kent town or London, 
where electric cars are congestion and parking 
charge free. 

On the face of it, creating the electric car from 
its petrol sister was simple: apart from being 
nearly identical, the original 63bhp turbo¬ 
charged three-cylinder petrol engine ahead of 
the rear wheels was replaced by a zero emission 
electric motor developing similar output. 

But how they both used that power highlights 
a benefit of electric propulsion; the MiEV’s motor 
delivers more than twice the torque or pulling 
power of the combustion engine, allowing 0- 
62mph in under nine seconds - the iCar man¬ 
aged just 14.9 seconds. 

Drive the MiEV flat out and you’ll soon have 
flat batteries, but sensible use of such power al¬ 
lows the MiEV to emerge promptly from a junc¬ 
tion to join a stream of traffic - it can hit 30mph 
in less than six seconds - while regenerative 
braking helps recharge the batteries en route. 

On our test drive, courtesy of Canterbury Mit¬ 
subishi, it showed good road manners too: the 
wheel-at-each-corner design ensures a good ride,

with little fore and aft rocking for a short car, 
while the underseat batteries keep the weight 
low slung, giving excellent stability on bends de¬ 
spite your eyes suggesting that this narrow yet 
tall car should corner on its door handles. 

The rear-wheel drive layout also means a neat 
turning circle and light, responsive steering - 
again perfect for urban driving. 

Okay, the styling comes from the Marmite 
school of design - you love it or hate it - but it is 
a functioning four-seater with a passable boot. 
Honed by life in busy Japanese cities, the original 
iCar design outsmarted the German Smart by of¬ 
fering twice the seats yet being just 700mm 
longer - 3.4 metres in total. 

Boot space is 227 litres, expanding to 860 
with rear seats folded - not so surprising, consid¬ 
ering the generous rear headroom. These figures 
compare with 139/751 and 251/951, for the 
Toyota Aygo and VW Up city cars respectively. 


But what do you get back for your big upfront 
outlay on a MiEV? 

Mitsubishi claims a 93-mile range, requiring 
£2 to charge overnight -£1.05 with Economy 7 
- but you can elect for an 80 per cent/3 0-minute 
quick charge, all via the car’s own lead, which 
plugs into a household 13-amp socket. 

This amounts to £270 for 12,000 miles driv¬ 
ing - £135 on Economy 7 - which Mitsubishi 
claims equates to just six per cent of the fuel costs 
of a comparable petrol car, before taking zero 
road tax and free parking into account. Servic¬ 
ing is also minimal. 

Ah, but what about the batteries? Mitsubishi 
says they will still hold 80 per cent of their 
charging power after 10 years or around 
94,000 miles. I’m betting that battery technolo¬ 
gy will have surged upwards and costs 
plummeted by then - remember the progress of 
mobile phone batteries?

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Kia is Ceeding the next generation

KIA’S new-generation Ceed arrives in the next 
few weeks, but it will find it tough to be as pivotal 
as the 2007 original. 

That car changed our attitide to the Korean 
brand; the Ceed was European in style, quality 
and dynamics and introduced the marque’s 
unique seven-year/100,000-mile warranty - 
since extended to all its cars. 

From being dismissed as a value brand, Kia 
suddenly became mainstream and ensured a 
good reception for models that have followed, 
such as the racy latest-generation Sportage SUV, 
all-new Picanto city car, sharp-suited Rio super¬ 
mini and Optima family saloon. So, instead of 
being the standard-bearer last time, the new 
Ceed joins the ranks of a successful line-up. 

One area where it can shine, though, is in 
style. Kia’s German design chief Peter Schreyer 
- the man who penned the original Audi TT - 
arrived just after the original Ceed entered 
production, but the new car exhibits his new 
brand template, including the distinctive ‘Tiger 
nose’ corporate grille. 

This new Ceed should challenge top European 
models such as the VW Golf, Ford Focus and 
Vauxhall Astra, with top-quality handling and 
ride, as well the old car’s obvious practical quali¬ 
ties and value. 

To all these ends, the car is longer and lower 
with a wider track yet retains its predecessor’s 
2,650mm wheelbase - one of the longest in the 


C-segment. It’s a shame, though, that Kia car¬ 
ried over the silly model name - it’s supposed to 
be written c’eed, but nobody can be bothered to 
remember why. 

It should look the part, however, with Kia 
promising some big alloys to fill the wheel- 
arches, adding to the lower, wider look. 

Powertrains have been upgraded - though 
the previous car’s 1.6-litre diesel was already a 


marvel - and there will be a VW-style dual¬ 
clutch transmission, allowing easy automatic 
driving in towns, with slick manual gear- 
selection on demand. 

Kia says it has worked hard on the car’s NVH 
(noise, vibration and harshness) cabin qualities 
to match increasingly demanding big-car values 
required in this sector, as shown by the latest 
Golf, Astra and Focus. 


The brand has said the five-door hatch will 
soon be followed by a versatile SW estate re¬ 
placement, and we would expect a sporty three- 
door follow-up in due course to replace the cur¬ 
rent Proceed model and add glamour to the 
line-up. 

Prices for the all-new five-door model have yet 
to be announced, but expect them to start close 
to the current car’s £13,495 entry price.

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Fallen idol ponders 
‘exciting’ place on 
Priestfield board 
after stepping down

THE dust is still floating between the seats at 
Priestfield Stadium, let alone settling anywhere 
near the pitch, as club legend Andy Hessenthaler 
ponders whether to prolong his future at Gilling¬ 
ham Football Club. 

The 46-year-old who agreed to step down as 
manager on Tuesday after showdown talks with 
chairman Paul Scally, has as yet, not cleared his 
desk, quite simply because he could be moving it 
up a few floors into a new office if he takes up a 
new role offered to him at the club. 

Time will tell whether that will happen or not, 
in-fact Hessenthaler is set to mull over the possi¬ 
bility of becoming the football brain on the board 
of directors over the weekend. 

“It’s quite an exciting role, one I’m defiantly 
considering,” he said. “I haven’t decided on it 
yet, I will over the weekend. 

“The title is director of the company to oversee 
footballing matters - from grass roots right 
through to senior - the chairman needs some¬ 
one in the board room on the football side. 

“With him living in Dubai he needs a bit more 
communication with people regarding the foot¬ 
ball side of that, I would be working with 
the manager as well with looking at players, if 
he identified someone he wants to look at I 
would have a look, I would go abroad to look at 
players coming in. 

“If I did decide not to take up that new role, 
I would always be welcomed back here back, 
we are friends, and fans would welcome me 


back, if I didn’t stay I would come back and 
watch games, I’m a supporter, I will always sup¬ 
port the club.” 

In the end, the decision to end his three year 
contract 12 months early came as no surprise to 
the man appointed to take the Gills back to the 
promised land of League One and beyond. 

Two seasons of being agonizingly close to 
play-offs places when automatic promotion was 
assumed ended Hessenthaler’s second spell in 
charge of a club he so clearly and dearly loves. 

“We are friends,” he said. “It wouldn’t have 
been a good situation for him to be in, we had an 
honest conversation, I respect his wishes. 

“It’s not about me or the chairman, it’s about 
the football club, and if he felt that was the right 
decision, he’s done it with a lot of honesty, and 
I’m happy he’s been honest with me and decided 
to move me on. 

“I had an inkling (it would happen) because 
I know the chairman so well and he knows me 
so well, we know how each other work, I 
could tell leading up to the Morecambe game be¬ 
cause of his demeanour, his body language, he 
wasn’t himself. 

“It wasn’t a massive surprise to me, but when 
it happens it’s disappointing. I was here as man¬ 
ager and I tried to achieve what we have all tried 
to achieve. 

“Unfortunately we have just missed out two 
years in a row. 

“Ultimately my remit was to get us out of this 
division. 

“I respect that decision because I respect the 
man and the club.”

SHEPPEY rider Shane Byrne claimed his team’s 
first win of the British Superbike Championship 
season with an impressive ride at Oulton Park. 

The former double title winner looked good for 
a podium place in the first race at the Cheshire 
circuit, but fuelling problems meant he dropped 
to 11th. 

But he fought back in the second race with a 
second place, after being pipped to the post by 
Chris Walker in the closing laps. 

However he clinched his first win of the season 
in the final race snatching advantage from de¬ 
fending champion Tommy Hill to take victory. 

Stuart Easton continued to impress following 
his recovery from horrific injuries sustained in 
last year’s North West 200 including a smashed 
pelvis and broken femur, as he carved his way up 
the order to ninth in the opening race before im¬ 
proving to fifth in race two. In the third race he 
took the lead and held the position throughout 
the early stages before a tight forearm in the clos¬ 
ing stages dropped him to third, his first podium 
since before his crash last year. 

Byrne said: “It is about time we had a win this 
year. The team want to win and there is nothing 
like standing on the top step of the podium. 

“I think that the final race of the weekend was 
one of the best I have ever ridden and it was pret¬ 
ty close move between myself and Tommy in 
that neither of us wanted to be second and I 
didn’t think he would give it up easily. 

“All credit to the team though as they have 


worked hard to get us up here and scoring those 
important podium credits.” 

Easton said: “It is great for me to get back on 
the podium again and to have led a race was 
where we want to be. 

“We came quite close at Thruxton and to be 
1.5 seconds off the win there was a good feeling.
